under ordinary circulus tune* s. 
Ac­ 
cording to the plan of the building 
associations the members are permit- 
fed to borrow a limited 
amount of 
money and secure the loan by mort­ 
gage upon the property which is ap­ 
praised tty the board of directions. 
An interest is then charged for th** 
u-,e of th*- money, but the stockholder 
is allowed to reduce th** principal as 
he can, thus giving him an opportun­ 
ity to build a home upon much tile 
same plan as ie* pays rent, and thus 
provid** a home for himself and family I 
wit Ii qt a burdensome sacrifice.

should i»e borne by us, w'h**n tile regu­ 
lar rat** of taxation has been assessed 
against our property . 
VV** are asking 
for no special favors,

tection given to citizens of Seymour.

It has been forced upon us that 
mere mental cram m ing or the acquisition of knowledge 
will not necessarily produce good citizens of itself. We 
have also begun to realize that the very conditions of 
life itself have changed radically and that to meet the 
changed conditions we must change our methods. 
To a great extent the regular school Is still In bond­ 
age to the past, but the summer school, a new Institu­ 
tion, designed to meet one phase of the new condi­ 
tions, is fi\e to experim ent and to expand, and in such 
schools are being performed the miracles of getting the 
children of the most backward ready to march In the 
vanguard with the children of the more favored.

N THE death of Major General Oliver Otis Howard the United 
State* has lost one of the most notable figures of its m ilitary 
history for the last half century. 
He served with distinction 
in the Civil War from beginning to end. and after the war be­ 
came a figure of national prominence as the head of the Freed­ 
men s Bureau. 
Subsequently he commanded t* 
troops era- 
ployed in the pacification of the Indians of Arizona and New 
Mexico. 
In his later years he had the record of having been in more en­ 
gagem ents than any other living officer of the army. 
Throughout his long 
career General Howard was noted for his profession of C hristianity, being 
known in this country as "the Christian soldier'* and abroad as "the Havw 
lock of America.** 
General Howard was born in la-eds, Me., Nov. 8, 1830. 
He was gradu­ 
ated from Bowdoin College in 1850. and four years later from W est Point, 
receiving the degree oi m aster of arts In 1853 from Bowdoin. 
Appointed to 
army duty, he served as a lieutenant, and at West l*olnt, until the breaking 
out of the Civil War, when he was appointed colonel of the Third Maine 
\ olunteer Infantry. 
At the first battle of Bull Run he commanded a brigade 
of New England troops, and before the war closed he had taken part in 
twenty-one engagem ents and risen to the rank of major general. 
Distinguished alw ays as a rigid disciplinarian, General Howard alw ays 
found tim e for religious services, and his sincerity, though at first ques­ 
tioned in the Civil AVar, at last became understood and respected. 
Once he 
was asked by a civilian: 
"Is there not much prejudice am ong soldiers 
against the Christian in the m ilitary service?” 
"Oh, no," answered General 
Howard. 
“On the contrary, the soldiers, all things being equal, relied more 
upon the man who feared Qed and tried to keep his commandments. 
A man 
m ight lie a professing Christian and yet lie a weak, sniveling, good-for- 
nothing fellow, and they considered all such as hypocrites; but the man 
who loved and feared God did his duty better, kept his gun cleaner and 
minded his own busine**i more. and did every duty with self-sacrifice and 
fearlessness. 
Because a man was a Christian he lost no credit either with 
his company or with his commander.” 
The kindness, firmness and fairness of General Howard impressed the 
Apaches with whom he had to deal in Arizona and New Mexico. 
When it 
was found necessary to treat with Cochise, the Apache chief, Howard would 
ask no one to undertake the dangerous m ission, hut, accompanied by only 
an ald and an interpreter, went him self, unarmed. 
He remained thirteen 
days, and by his tact and showing of a sense of justice made a friend of the 
bloodthirsty savage. 
Many stories are told of General Howard's endeavors to make good 
Christians out of the soldiers of his command. 
He never failed to invoke 
the divine blessing at each meal, and he was a total abstainer from intoxi­ 
cating drinks throughout his m ilitary career. 
“The true beverage of a sol­ 
dier is cold water," he once said at a banquet In New York. 
"In this I 
pledge you,"
